Fredrick, Jr. was a stone cutter. mason 
and carpenter by trade. He worked hard 
and with the help of his parents was able to 
save enough money to immigrate to America. 
This was in the year 1878. He was 18 years 
of age. 

He stayed with friends that had arrived at 
an earlier date in Midway. He worked at 
odd jobs, cutting cord wood, that was sold 
to Park City mines, burning lime for Wil- 
liam Van Wagoner to help raise money for 
his parents and family to come to America. 

His parents sold their property and with 
their three other children, Rudolf, Magdalena 
and Karl e to Utah and settled in Mid- 
way in 18 They were accompanied by 
a sister. Margret Kuhni. 

Fredrick. Jr's. girl friend. Anna Stoll and 
her sister El came with the Haueter fam- 
ily as far as Salt Lake City. They lived in 
the same town as the Haueters. 

Fred would walk over the mountains to 
court Anna and in a short time they were 
married in the Endowment House in Salt 
Lake City. 

He worked and in between built his home 
and made all the furniture for the home. 

He did some farming, had a yoke of oxen 
and wagon and did some freighting to Park 
City at that time. 

He helped build churches. school houses 
in Midway, Heber City and Charleston, in 
addition to many homes with his art of 
masonry. 

He was never idle, gave a helping hand to 
many people who were in need. He was 


very faithful to his church with his help and 
contributions. He was called on a mission 
in 1894, and left his wife to care for seven 
children. 

He was sent to Switzerland, his birth 
place, for two and one-half years. 

Fred, the oldest boy, and Charles, helped 
their mother with the care of the livestock 
and gardens, A neighbor did the farming 

In 1905, he homesteaded 160 acres in the 
Uintah Basin, North of Myton, but they 
didn't live there very long. 

His health began to fail so in 1911 they 
moved to Salt Lake City. 

He was faithful in the ward and spent 
most of his time doing temple work. 

Anna Stoll and her sister Eliza, were the 
only members of her family that joined The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter day Saints 

After her marriage to Fred she became a 
real helpmate and raised a large family and 
went through many hardships. With the 
help of her children she raised large gar 
dens, did sewing and had the art of knit- 
ting. During World War I. she knit sweat- 
ers and sox for the Red Cross. She would 
do a sweater a day, working late at night. 

She helped in her church, teacher in Relief 
Society, also in the presidency for a long 
while. She helped care for the sick, she was 
a faithful friend and helper in the death and 
burials of neighbors and friends. 

After they moved to Salt Lake, Mrs. 
Haveter spent most of her time doing temple 
work and was a temple worker until her 
health failed. 

The family was v attentive to their 
mother during her long sickness.

Elizabeth Sarah Hiatt, was born at Wilford, 
Idaho, on August 9, 1889. His family moved 
from Idaho to Vernal, Uintah County, Utah, 
where he spent his childhood days. He at- 
tended elementary schools, also the Uin- 
tah Academy at Vernal. Later he attended 
Northwestern University at Chicago, where 
he enrolled in the school of pharmacy. He 
became a registered pharmacist in Utah 
during the year 1913, 

He married Essie Jayne Rich of Vernal, 
Utah, on March 23, 1911. To this union 
were born five sons and one daughter. The 
first child, Ronald Jesse, passed away at 
the age of four and was buried at Spring- 
ville, Utah. The other four sons are now 
living in Heber: Maron R., Bernell R., Kent 
R. and Jay Lucas. The daughter, Nila, lives 
in Modesto, California. 

In 1917, Mr. Hiatt came to Heber from 
Springville to manage the Palace Drug 
Store. This store was owned by Edwin D. 
Hatch, Emil Kohler, Andrew Murdock, Fred 
Giles and others. Later he became the owner 
of this store. In a few years the store build- 
ing was purchased from the Hatch estate. 
It was remodeled, new stock and fixtures 
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purchased, and made a modern, up-to-date 
drug store. Then the Hiatt family bought 
the Arch Davis Barber Shop adjoining on 
the north. This building was torn down and 
a new one erected. Western Stores occu- 
pied this building until about a year ago, 
when the Stanley Title & Abstract Co. 
moved their office into it. 


His life centered mostly around the wel- 
fare and education of his children. All four 
sons are registered pharmacists. At present 
they are serving this community. In 1954 
the Hiatt brothers purchased the old Bank 
Bldg. on West Main Street, where they 
started a second drug store, known as the 
Valley Drug, with Kent as manager. These 
boys, like their father, are generous with 
their time and devote long hours in serving 
the people of this community to the best of 
their ability. Often Mr. Hiatt would be 
called to the drug store, just after he had 
retired for the night, to get medicines or 
other items for sick customers. Seldom did 
he spend a holiday with his family uninter- 
rupted without a return trip to the drug 
store, sometimes more than once during the 
day. His was the lot of a country druggist 
and one of the fast-departing types of com- 
munity and character builders. He was one 
who took pride in the progress and devel- 
opment of this community, and in every way 
tried to aid in the restoration of better health 
to its people. 


During his 33 years as druggist here he 
worked closely and cooperatively, with and 
at different times, the following doctors: 
Doctors Ray Hatch, W. R. Wherritt, B. A. 
Dannenberg, T. A. Dannenberg, F. G. Es- 
kelson, E. G. Wright, K. O. Neilson, and 
Willard Draper. 


Mr. Hiatt was a member of the LDS 
Church, serving in several capacities. He 
was a High Priest of Heber First Ward. 
He supported two of his sons, Maron and 
Jay. on two-year missions for the Church. 

He was active in civic affairs, was a 
charter member and a past president of the 
Heber Lions Club, and served as district 
governor of the Utah Idaho Lions Clubs 
in 1939-1940, later becoming a counselor in 
International Lions Association. 


From 1940-44 he was chairman of Wa- 
satch County selective service. He was in 
charge of a number of Red Cross drives. 
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He passed away at the age of 59 at 
Heber on February 1, 1950. 

After Mr. Hiatt’s death his four sons 
continued with the business. Maron became 
manager, and Bub Kent and Jay were help- 
ers. They purchased the other drug store 
and Kent is the manager there. They now 
have two splendid drug stores in Heber. 
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
